white powders, now sold for the purpose 
of renovating the complexion or repairing 
the ravages of time. e sums up the case, 
at the conclusion of this report, in the 
following 
It appears from the foregoing 
1. Wath very few exceptions, the hair 
tonite, washes, and restoratives contain 
lead in considerable quantities, that they 
owe their action to this metal, and that 
they ere highly dangerous to the health of 
persons using them 

2. With a single exception, the lotions for 
the skin are free from lead and other in- 
jurious metals. 

3. That the enamels are composed of 
either carbonate of lime, oxide of zinc, or 
carbonate of lead, suspended in water. 
The first two classes of enamels are com- 
paratively harmless, as harmileasas any 
ot white dirt when plastered over the 
skin to close the pores, and’ prevent its 
healthy action. On the other hand, the 
enamels composed of carbonate of lead are
